Cuilty of Killing Belle

London, deptember 20 —The doro-
ner's. jury, wfter one. hour's deliberi-
tion to-day, brought /¥ the yverdlet rhut
Mrs, Corae Crippen, known on the atage
ai Bealle @lmore, had been wilfully
murdared hy her hushand, Dr. Hawley
H Crippeén, an American dentist, After
letening to the testimony which was
pregented, and hearing the summing
up af the vase by Coroner Behroeder,
who summarized the evidence polnting
Lt the murder, the jury was left bus
1ttle cholce, 5

The verdict reached by the jury waa
to the effect that the mutilated body
found burled {n the cellnr of the Crip
pen home was that of Cord Crippen,
who Had been wllfully murdered by Dr,
Crippen. The verdlet added that tna
cutise of death was polsoning by hiyos-
eln.

The Innquest had been dragged out
longer than usgual In order to give the
police time to Bearch for evidence
They are atill hunting for & witnesa
and expect to hring at the trlal more
teetimony tending to  ldentify. Belle
Kimore's hody through the agency of
a pleco of Mesh found to conltain o Scar,
The cagse will come up for trial at the
next eriminal sessions, which are
scheduled for October 11, and probably
will be called up about October 18,

In summing up, the coroner sald
that the evidence presented concern-
Ing the ideatity of the buried body
was unusually slim, but that there was
1ttle: doubt that the remalns wera
human. Although the physiclans
frenkly said that they could not swear
ag to the sex, on anatomical grounds,
they agreed, the coroner declared, that
all (ndicationa pointed to the mutilated
fiesh belng that of & woman. He point-
ed out that Belle Elmore had com-
pletely disappeared and that lmf body
had been found In Her husband’s cel-
‘nglher evidence as to the identifica-
tilan of the body, the coroner con-

tended, was the testimony given by
several women that Belle Elmore hore
a sear, and that the dectors had

reached the conclueion that a mark
found on a plece of skin had_beon a
scar, He also spoke of the finding nl
the remmins of halr, sHowlng that it
had heen blémched, and drew attentlon
to tne fAnding of hoyoscin in the body
and to the purchase of this drug by
Dr. Crippen.

The coroner recalled to the jury the
varyilng stories Dr. Crippen told afler
the disappearartes of his wife and o

his own disappearance with Miss Tie-
neve,
As to Miss Leneve's position, tho

coroner told the jurors that it was no
duty of theirs to consider the question
of aceessory after the faet,
